Announcement of a far-reaching change in the athletic 

policy at Lower Merion Senior High School under which 

the great championship basketball and football teams, so 

common in the past, will become an exception rather than 

the rule was made Monday night at the September meeting 

of the Lower Merion School Board. 

■> Financial details of the program 
were explained by George H. Gil- 
bert, principal of Senior High 
School, who appeared on the in- 
vitation of Everett E. Burlingame, 
president of the Board, to answer 
any questions relating to the new 
athletic policy. 

The principal also explained the 
setup of the Lower Merion High 
School Athletic Association, an 
organization which takes a hand 
in running athletics at the school. 
Surprise For the Public 

Monday night's announcement 
was the first knowledge the public 
has had that the program will go 
into operation at the beginning of 
tiie new school term next Monday. 

Plans for inaugurating the new 
athletic policy started last Spring 
when it was learned that William 
Anderson, basketball coach and 
athletic director, was leaving to 
take a post as director of athletics 
at his alma mater, Lafayette Col- 
lege. Anderson, whose famous 
Lower Merion teams won four 
State court championships, left 
Lower Merion for various reasons 
but principally because it would 
mean more money and a freer 
hand in directing athletics. Instead 
of appointing a new director of 
athletics at Lower Merion it was 
decided to inaugurate the new 
system. 

Among other things inaugura- 
tion of the new athletic policy is 
expected to result in the follow- 
ing: 

1. No extra pay for coaches. 

2. Keduccd expenditures for 
athletic equipment. 

3. Placing control of the Sen- 
ior Hiffh School athletic program 
directly under the senior high 
school principal instead of under 
an athletic director. 

4. Curtailing of the influence 
that the Lower Merion Athletic 
Association and even the School 
Board can exercise over ath- 
letics.

A hish wind and rain storm 
struck the Main Line area Tues- 
day afternoon and evening, play- 
ing havoc with cellars and roads 
throughout the area. Police and 
firemen spent the evening an- 
swering calls of residents whose 
cellars were flooded or whose cars 
were stuck, half-submerged in 
road hollows. 

Haverford Township was the 
hardest hit. Some roads were 
deep in water and about two 
dozen motorists were stalled. The 
roads worst affected were Eagle 
Rd. and Wynnefield Drive in 
Oakmont. Naylor's Run Rd. in 
Lianerch and Upland Rd. 

The cellar situation was even 
more acute. Householders called 
the township for pumps all Tues- 
day afternoon and evening and 
many were still calling on Wed- 
nesday. 

Lower Merion Township also 
i.ad its quota of flooded cellars 
and roads, but according to Wal- 
ter Rosengarten, superintendent 
of public construction, the situa- 



tion was no worse than could be 
expected during such a storm. 

The Schuylkill overflowed at 
Mary Waters Ford and River Rds. 
in West Manayunk. At that point 
the road was four feet deep in 
water for about 50 to 75 yards. 
Police barricaded River Rd. at 
Mill Creek and Belmont Rds. By 
Wednesday the water had sub- 
sided leaving a foot of silt de- 
posit. Before this had been re- 
moved a large coal truck over- 
turned in the silt, and traffic was 
once again halted while the truck 
and the silt were removed. 

Narberth Borough residents 
were lucky. They didn't escape 
the downfall of rain, but no flood- 
ed cellars or roads were reported. 

In nearby Radnor Township, 
firemen worked a good part of 
Tuesday night pumping water out 
of cellars. St. Catherine Church, 
a t Midland Ave. and Aberdeen 
Rd. was forced to call for a pump 
to empty its basement. 

About a dozen cars were stalled 
along Lancaster Ave, between 
Wayne and Villanova.

"I am writing this letter for 
Dave, while he is on the occupa- 
tion landing force, in order that 
he and his parents may receive the 
special cancellation stamp on the 
envelope. Expecting him aboard 
any day now but the deadline on 
getting this stamp has been set 
and I wanted him to have it, in 
case he should desire to hold it as 
a souvenir in years to come. 

"Entering Tokyo Bay was an ex- 
perience never to be forgotten. The 
occupation of Japan by naval 
forces has been the goal of all of 
us many, many long months and 
the peacefulncss on the beach as 
our boys landed was what all of us 
had been hoping for.
